tiad]m. ^3-Ti yTR. Simp fon^of Little Ormond-Srreet^ 
'74S- ^ J^yJ^ aged Seventy-five, after having been 
afflided with the Stone above five Years, and taking 
Mrs. Ste'venss Medicines about a Year before for 
feven Months fuccellively, without receiving any 
Benefit, was cut by Mr. Chefeldefh March 1 5, 1741 -2. 
at which time he had a Fit of the Stone upon iiim, 
which had continued for ten Days 5 and when, con- 
fequently, the Bladder and urirary Parts were very 
much inflamed, this, together with his great Age> 
made the Succefs very doubtful. However, at his 
own earneft Requcft, after Confultation, the Opera- 
tion was perform'd, and a large flattifh round Stone 
v^as extracted, weighing very near four Ounces. 

The Wound bleeding plentifully from the fniall 
Veflels, only a Piece of thin wet Sponge was intro- 
duced, that it might bleed for a while through ,• in- 
tending (if there fliould be Occafion) to tie any 
Vcflel afterward, that fhould require it. Bur, con* 
trary to Expeftation, this prov'd the means of flopping 
the EfFufion of Blood j and, from Experience, in 
many Cafes fince, it has been obrerved, that nothing

isfo ufeful as this Method (thus accidently difcovcr'd). 
About fix Hours after the Operation, the Patient hav- 
ing loft but little Blood, it was thought proper to 
take twelve Ounces of Biocd from his Arm. The Urine 
flow'd freely through the Wound in about two Hours 
after his being cut, and alfo thro' the PmJ" 5 and con- 
tinued to do fo, though with great Pain from the Heat 
and Sharpnefsof itj which excoriated the Parts about, 
notwithftanding his being dreft every two or three 
Hours, and the Parts being anointed with a cooling 
Ointment. 

On the fourth Day, not having had a Stool fince 
the Operation, an emollient Clyfter was order'd 1 
which purg'd iiim twice, gave him a great deal of 
Eafe, and abated fome flight feverifh Symptoms that 
were obferv'd. This was repeated once in a Day or 
two for about three Weeks, he being naturally cof- 
tive. 

About a Week after the Operation he complain'd 
of a Pain in his Sides, had little convulfive Motions 
in his Bowels, with Paintings, and the Abdomen 
fweird : But, on bleeding him eight Ounces, his 
Pain was removed, and the other Symptoms went 
off on taking the ConfeB. Raleigh, in Aq. Fa^on^ 
Comp. every Night for a Week. 

During this Time the Wound began to digeft, a 
large Slough caft off, and in it came away feveral 
very fmall Bits of Stone, which had crumbled off in 
extrafting the Stone with the Forceps. Thefe, by 
obftruding the free Paffage of the Urine, had given him 
Ibmetimes great Pain, but which was removed b;^ 
frequently injecting Oil and warm Barley-water thro' 
the l^enis and Wound, 
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At the Beginning we made ufc of a Fomentation 
made of Abfmth. Roman* & F/or. Cham£mil. but 
it proving too fliarp for the excoriated Parts, it was 
left oflP, and the Parts bath'd with warm Milk, and 
fometimes Barley-water. His Diet, the firfl: three 
Weeks, was nothing but Spoon-Mc^ts and light Pud- 
ding, afterward a boil'd Chicken, cS^r. and^ in a Fdrt- 
night after the Operation, Atlcs-Miik Night and 
Morning, from which he rcceiv'd great Benefit, being 
very thin, and having a Cough, which had nfflifted 
him many Years, and being of a hedic Difpofition. 

At the End of three Weeks, the Wound was above 
half heal'd, the Urine began to come chiefly through 
the ^eniSy daily leffening thro' the Wound; and 
when that was near cicatrized, it all came the natu- 
ral Way, and had loft its Heat and Sharpncfs s then 
his Mouth blifter'd within, from the Saltncfs of the 
Saliva. For which, during the whole Courfc of the 
Cure, he drank plentifully of cooling Emulfions with 
Gum-Arabick, (^c. In five Weeks he was perfedly 
cured, and continues to this Day without any Return 
of his Diftcmper. 
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
